ANOTHER TAX BURDEN MEASURE. 
A Senate b ill, known as numb er 137, is pend­ 
ing b efore the state legislature in which the ob ­ 
ject primarily is to create a full time health com­ 
missioner for each county, together with a b oard 
of commissioners and numerous other officers to 
dictate to the people of the county their plans 
for keeping well. 
Tax payers must rememb er that every time a 
b oard or commission is estab lished, it means 
higher tax es, and if money is to b e spent b y the 
tax payers, it should b e directed some place where 
it is more needed than in estab lishing a full time 
health b oard, various employes, assistants, depu­ 
ties and others as outlined in the proposed law. 
The state of Indiana is not a sick b unch of peo­ 
ple, although 
the 
measure 
introduced would 
make one b elieve that no one was capab le of 
even ex isting without having physical advisers 
and sanitary officers on every corner. 
Rush county tax payers are asked to listen 
to the few sections of this proposed law. Ex am­ 
ine the contents of this measure, and see how 
ex pensive and how far reaching these few ex ­ 
ceptions are, as dealings with salaries and ex ­ 
penses. 
These sections of the measure are as 
follows : 
Section 4—In addition to appointing the 
county health commissioner and fix ing the sal­ 
ary of the County Health Commissioner, it shall 
b e the duty of the county health council to act 
in an advisory capacity to the 
county health 
commissioner. It shall meet as provided b y law 
for the purpose of advising with the 
county 
health commissioner in matters pertaining to the 
pub lic health of the county, the employmènt and 
appointment of sanitary and other inspectors, 
pub lic health nurses, office and clerical assist­ 
ants, the ex penditure of appropriations for pub lic 
health purposes, and the development and adop­ 
tion of policies and programs for carrying out 
and administering the pub lic health work of the 
county. 
Section 5 — The county health commissioner 
is hereb y authorized to appoint and fix the com­ 
pensation of such sanitary and other inspectors, 
pub lic’health nurses, office and clerical assist­ 
ants as may b e deemed necessary to carry on the 
pub lic health 
work of the county as contem­ 
plated in this act. The county health commis­ 
sioner may discharge any such employee for in­ 
competence, neglect of d^uty or other just cause. 
Section 6—In addition to the salaries paid 
to the county health commissioner and to his 
necessary assistants and employees, as herein 
provided, all necessary office and traveling ex ­ 
penses of the health commissioner. and his as­ 
sistants and employees, while engaged in the 
performance of their duties as such, shall b e paid 
out of county appropriations for pub lic health 
work. 
Sections 9, 10, and 11 are the same sections 
as 4, 5, and 6. b ut apply to City Health Commis­ 
sioners in cities having a population of 40,000 


and are equally ob jectionab le. 
Section 12 * * * to have immediate control 
and direction of all office employees, of all san­ 
itary and otner inspectors, sanitary police offic­ 
ers, and all pû b lic health nurses employed b y 
them; to have charge of the municipal or coun­ 
ty lab oratories; to have charge of meat, dairy 
and food inspection, of sanitary plumb ing and 
sanitary house inspection, of quarantine and the 
control and 
prevention of 
communicab le dis­ 
eases, and in all reasonab le and necessary way 
to protect the pub lic health. 
Section 13—County and city health commis­ 
sioners, under the provisions of this act, $hall 
have power to make sanitary inspections and 
surveys of all pub lic b uildings and institutions; 
to enter upon and inspect private property at 
proper times in regard to the prob ab le presence,* 
source and cause of disease and in régard to con­ 
ditions that may constitute a menace to pub lic 
health, to close 
schools, 
churches 
and other 
places of b usiness or assemb lage and to forb id 
pub lic gatherings, when necessary to prevent 
and control communicab le disease; and to order 
and require whatever may b e reasonab le and 
necessary to protect the pub lic health within 
their respective jurisdictions.

WASHINGTON-—Late one after­ 
noon, in a small corridor of 
, the Senate Office Building which 
had b een b arred off as a tempor­ 
ary office,^our Correspondent dis­ 
covered a white-haired old man, 
alone and b ent over a desk, who 
was not recognizab le as a memher 
of the present Senate. 
He turned out to b e William B. 
Wilson of Pennsylvania, who is 
contesting Bpss William S. Vare 
of Philadelphia for a seat involved 
in the senatorial election of 1920. 
Wilson had b een given this im­ 
provised office to facilitate his 
light, and here he was with some 
miscellaneous 
furniture, 
sur­ 
rounded b y great heaps of files 
and catalogues containing the evi­ 
dence of fraud as practiced in 
Pennsylvania elections. 
For more than two years Wil­ 
son lias devoted all his time, an 
immense amount of effort and a 
great deal of money to the task 
of ob taining the Senate seat of 
which he b elieves lie was at least 
temporarily cheated b y the no­ 
torious methods of the Vare ma­ 
chines and allied organizations in 
his state.

TTE has b een forced to*employ 
two lawyers in Philadelphia 
and two in Washington and for a 
time two others in Pittsb urgh.

ANOTHER TAX BURDEN MEASURE. 


A Senate bill/known as number 137 itj pend- 
before the state legislature in which the ob- 
primarily is to create a full time health com- 


missioner for each county, together with a board 
of commissioners and numerous other-officer*i to 
dictate to the people of the county their plans 
for keeping, well. 
. ' 


Taxpayers must remember that every time a 


boardTr commission is established, It means 
higher taxes, and if money is to be spent by the 
taxpayers, it should be directed some place where 
it if more needed than in establishing a full time 
health .board, various employes, assistants, depu- 
ties and others as outlined in the proposed law. 
The state of Indiana is not a sick bunch of peo- 
ple, although the measure introduced would 
make one believe that no one was capable of 
Sen exiting without having physical advisers 
and sanitary officers on every corner. 


Rush county taxpayers are asked to listen 


to the few sections of this proposed law. Exam- 
ine the contents of this, measure, and see how 
expensive and how far reaching these few ex- 
ceptions are, as dealings with salaries and ex- 
penses. 
These sections of the measure are as 


follows: 


Section 4—In addition to appointing the 


county health commissioner and fixing the sal- 
ary of the County Health Commissioner, it shall 
be the duty of the county health coHincil to act 
in an advisory capacity to the county health 
commissioner. It shall meet as provided by law 
for the purpose of advising with the 
county 


health commissioner in matters pertaining to the 
public health of the county, the employment and 
appointment of sanitary and other inspectors, 
public health nurses, office and clerical assist- 
ants the expenditure of appropriations for public 
health purposes, and the development and adop- 
tion of policies and programs for carrying1 out 
and administering the public health work of the 
county. 


Section 5 — The county health commissioner 


is hereby authorized to appoint and fix the com- 
pensation of such sanitary and other inspectors, 
public'health nurses, office and clerical assist- 
ants as may be deemed necessary to carry on the 
public health work of the county as contem- 
plated in this act. The county health commis- 
sioner may discharge any such employee for in- 
competence, neglect of duty or other just cause. 


Section 6—In addition to the salaries paid 


to the county health commissioner and to his 
necessary assistants and employees, as herein 
provided, all necessary office and traveling ex- 
penses of the health commissioner. and his as- 
sistants and employees, while engaged., in the 
performance of their duties as such', shall be paid 
out of county appropriations for public health 
work. 


Sections 9, 10, and 11 are the same sections 


as 4, 5, and 6, but apply to City Health Commis- 
sioners in cities having a population of 40,000 


and are, equally objectionable. 


Section 12 « • - to have immediate control 


and direction of all office employees, of all san- 
itary and other inspectors, sanitary police offic- 
ers and all public health nurses employed by 
them; to have charge of the municipal or coun- 
ty laboratories; to have charge of meat, dairy 
and food inspection, of sanitary plumbing and 
sanitary house inspection, of quarantine and the 
control and prevention of communicable dis- 
eases, and in all reasonable and- necessary way 
to protect/the public health. 


Section 13-County and city health commis- 


sioners, under the provisions of this act, shaU 
have power to make sanitary inspections and 
surveys of all public-buildings and institutions; 
to enter upon and inspect private property.at 
proper times in regard to the probable presence, 
•source and cause of disease and in regard to con- 
ditions that may constitute a menace to public ' 
health, to close schools, churches .and other 
places of business or assemblage and to forbid 
public gatherings, when necessary to prevent 
and control communicable disease; and to order 
and require whatever may be reasonable and 
necessary to protect the public health within 
'their respective jurisdictions.
